During sunday and Monday he made some 
inquiries to discover the thief, and from 
facts elicited by him became convinced 
that Roarke was the person. Roarke’ 
Previous to the robbery of the money had 
represented himself'as being broke and 
thie was pretty generally received by hie 
associates, as true. After the events of 
saturday evening be appeared to have 
some funds, was betting rather freely, dc 

On Tuesday morning the two were sit- 
ting in the El Dorado saloon when the 
following took place, astestified to by Mr 
McGreal whose deposition we select ax 
containing the most particulars, 

Francia Mc Greal being duly sworn, de- 
poses and says:—I was present at the Et 
Dorado saloon when the altercation be- 
ween Mr. Roarke and the deceased took 

lace, Twas in relation to some money. 

The deceased said it had been stoten from 
hin and rather insinuated that Roarke 
had it. 
Roarke said that he must not make any 

nusttions against him ; that he was too 
well known in this place, and that if he 
did make any such insinuations he would 
shoot the top of his head off. The de. 
ceased replied that if he took the top of 
his head off he would have to take the bot- 
‘om"with it. He then rose from the table 
where he was sitting, drew his pistol, 
cocked it and presented it in the direction 
‘ofRoarke, Immediately stepped between 
them, caught the pistol of deceased and 

pointed it up, when some one stepped up 
ehind me and fired at deceased. {this 
was Roake who reached around Mr. Mc- 
Greal and shot deceased while another 

was holding him} I then let go the pistol 
and stepped back. Turning around I 
saw deceased fire at Roarke, following 
hitm eut of the door to the side walk where 
he again fired at Rosrke. I had hold of 
the pistol of deceased at the time Roarke 
fired ; he could easily have taken it away 
from me. 

A number of other witnesses were ex- 
amined whose testiinony agrees substan- 
tially with the above, 

Roarke was sent to jail to await his trial 
for Manslaughter. We are unable to

In the lower part of this county 
there ina large and constantly increasing 
population who are now compelled to tra 
vel or send, thirty, forty and sixty miles 
to deposit or procure letters. What ren- 
ders it still more inconvenient is that there 
is not a single express of any kind, if we 
except an occasional one from Fort Miller 
to Suellings, throughout this whole extent 
of country. 

Some time since a Post Office was est 
Dlished at Millerton but the sum allowed 
for supplying it with « mail was s0 pitiful 
(only $300 a year we believe), as to pre- 
vent its being of any benefit to the public’ 
We doubt not that if the subject was pro 
perly brought before the department at 
Washington, it would meet with prompt 
‘NA'mal line once established from thia 
place to Tulare county connecting with 
the setilements on the Chowchilla, Frezno 
and Upper, San Joaquin at Millerton, 
would do much towards increasing the 
population and consequent prosperity of 
that portion of the great San Joaquin Val. 
ley. 

Garar Bany Coxvertion—The Cinci 
nati Times contains a long account of the
